Never Saw Im proper Method s.

fer of rew ard or by en tertain m en ts, 
has sou ght to secu re some particu lar 
legislation .

“I have n o d ou bt abou t that 
in my min d an d I have n ot so mu ch 
fear from the corru ption of sen ators 
as I have from the en croachm en t on 
the legislative by the ex ecu tive bran ch; 
an d I am n ot blam in g this ex ecu tiv e 
an y more than I wou ld an ybod y else.

The sen ate agreed to ex ten d the 
tim e lim it for the lobby in vestigation 
tw en ty d ays, or u n til Ju n e 28.

there is a d ecid ed chan ge in sen ti­ 
m en t in the sen ate the ren ew al of 
tw en ty-three of the 
treaties which 
gave con crete evid en ce of this n ation ’s 
belief in su ch a policy may be impos 
sible. 
In ex ecu tive session the sen ate again 
failed to ratify ren ew als of the arbi 
traticm agreem en ts with G reat Britain , 
Italy an d Spain , which recen tly ex ­ 
pired . These con ven tion s provid e that 
qu estion s relatin g to the in terpreta­ 
tion of treaties, ex ceptin g those that 
can n ot be settled throu gh d iplomatic 
chan n els or those of vital In terest, n a­ 
tion al hon or or in d epen d en ce, shall 
be su bm itted to The Hagu e. 
A slm ilu r treaty with Fran ce alread y 
has been ren ewed . 
The main argu m en t arose over the 
con ten tion that, if the treaty with 
G reat Britain is ratified , the Pan am a 
can al tolls qu estion will have to be 
su bm itted 
to The

bu t the

“I understand by the word lobby, 
or rather lobbyist—because the lobby 
is composed of lobbyists— th a t tho 
lobbyist Is a person whose business 
Is to prom ote or prevent legislation 
upon som e particular subject.

ploys." 
Senator W alsh interrupted to seek 
an explanation of just w hat Senator 
Townsend was driving at. 
“I repeat," said Senator Townsend, 
"a lobbyist is a person whose busi­ 
ness it is to secure or prevent some 
particular legislation, such as the of­ 
fer or paym ent of money or other 
thing of value, extending favor or en­ 
tertainm ent 
to 
legislators who arc 
about to act upon legislation; by in­ 
sidious th reats of political opposition, 
by holding out prospect of political 
rew ard or by withholding patronage. 


Never Saw Improper Methods. 


“I have known many lobbyists who 
have been interested in legislation by 
proper m eans. 
I have not known of 
anybody who, by the use of money or 
the proposed use of money, by the of­ 
fer of reward or by entertainm ents, 
has sought to secure some particular 
legislation. 
"The nearest approach to undue in­ 
fluence which would come within ray 
definition, in my Judgment, has been 
the influence exerted by the presi­ 
dent and by the use and power of the 
party secret caucus. 
“I am convinced that some senators 
will vote In favor of the tariff bill and 
against proposed am endm ents because 
of the fear of antagonizing w hat I" 
known as the power of the adm inis­ 
tration." 
"You believe coercion, or a species 
of lobby, can come from the executive 
departm ent as well aa from outside 
it?" asked Senator Nelson. 
“I do, yes sir,” said the Michigan 
senator. 
“I have no doubt about that 
in my mind and I have not so much 
fear from the corruption of senators 
as I have from the encroachm ent on 
the legislative by the executive branch; 
and I am not blaming this executive 
any more than I would anybody else. 
It seem s to be rather popular nowa­ 
days.”

W ashington, June 7.—The principle 
of com pulsory arbitration w ritten Into 
th e code which has bound the United 
Staten with twenty-four g reater and 
lesser nations of the world for five 
years is in serious danger and unless 
th ere Is a decided change In senti­ 
m ent in the senate the renewal of 
tw enty-three of the 
treaties which 
gave concrete evidence of this nation's 
belief in such a policy may be impos 
sible. 
In executive session the senate again 
failed to ratify renew als of the arb! 
tration agreem ents with G reat Britain, 
Italy and Spain, which recently ex 
pired. These conventions provide that 
qnestions relating to the interpreta­ 
tion of treaties, excepting those that 
cannot be settled through diplomatic 
channels or those of vital Interest, na­ 
tional honor or independence, shall 
be subm itted to The Hague. 
A slm llur treaty with France already 
has been renewed. 
The main argum ent arose over the 
contention that, if the treaty with 
G reat B ritain is ratified, the Panam a 
canal tolls question will have to be 
subm itted 
to The 
Hague, 
but the 
Japanese question and the general at 
tltude of the nation tow ard compulsory 
arbitration was brought up and led to 
the expression of views utterly a t va­ 
riance with entrance into such bind­ 
ing agreem ents in the future. 
A motion to re-refer the three trea 
ties with instr action* th a t the one 
with G reat Britain be modified to ex­ 
em pt specifically the Panam a canal 
tolls question was abandoned, but pro­ 
longed debate was predicted for future 
sessions and friends of the principle 
of arbitration were alarm ed at the 
strength displayed by the opposition.
